The independent claims did not claim an apparent utility for resolving the network topology, Examiner 
suggested amending the independent claims with language from claims 2 or 3 to specify that the network topology was 
resolved or presented with the inferred devices or unresolved branch. Examiner further suggested amending instances 
of "non-connecting network device" in the claims to "endstation type" device for consistency with Applicant's 
specification and for clarity. Atty authorized Examiner to amend the claims accordingly.
